WASHINGTON, Nov. 24. — The 
mystic number 13—to some an evil 
superstition but to President Wilson 
an omen of good luck—plays a prom- 
inent part in tomerrow's wedding dt 
the White House.. Not by design but 
by a curious coincidence the bridal 
party numbers exactly twelve, so that 
when the ushers and attendant maids 
stand with the bride and groom in 
front of the officiating clergyman, the 
Rev. Sylvester W. Peach of Princeton, 
N. J., there will be just thirteen on 
the raised platform banked with flow- 
ers in the historic east room. 

Roth the names “Jessie W. Wilson” 
and “Francis B. Sayre” contain exact- 
ly thirteen letters each, as does the 
name of the President, “Woodrow 
Whlison.” 


But the thirteen that distinguishes 
Mise Wilson at this particular time is 
that she will be the thirteenth White 
House bride.

ard Oil Company of California may 
soon have the opportunity of sub- 
scribing to the company’s $5,000,000 
of unissued stock at par. In June, 
1912 stockholders of the California 
company authorized an increase in 
the capital stock from $25,000,000 to 
$50,000,000, and in October of last 
year, about $20,000,000 ‘of the new 
stock was sold to stockholders at par 
in the proportion of 80 per cent. of 
their holdings. The remaining of 
$5,000,000 of stock has been kept in 
the company’s treasury. 
While no fmtimation of a further 
stock distribution has been givens by 
officers or directors of the Standard 
Oll of California, the possibility of 
such action is suggested by the re- 
ports of the company’s acquisition of 
the Murphy Company. 
The Standard Oil Company of Cal- 
ifornia’s business has been growing 
during the current yeq@r. Extensive 
improvements to its refining plants 
have been completed and further im- 
provements are in the process of 
completion. 
Although earnings have improved, 
expenditures have also increased to 
meet the expansion in business. The 
$20,000,000 received through the issu- 
ance of new stock last year has gone 
to the liquidation of about $9,000,000 
of floating debt, and has provided for 
big extensions and improvements 
during the year. Whether the com- 
pany can readily afford to spend 
$4,000,000 for new producing prop- 
erty out of cash on hand is doubtful. 
And with $5,000,000 of unissued 
stock in the treasury, there is a pos- 
sibility of it being offered to the 
shareholders to provide funds for the 
purchase of the Murphy Oll Com- 
pany.

McGuire's indictment preceded tes- 
tlmony at the John Doe inquiry this 
afternoon by which Dist.-Atty. Whit- 
man sought te show that an effort 
had been made to ‘ring influence to 
bear on Condit not to tmoplieate the 
Demecratic party in testifying as to 
the alleged hold-up. The District 
Attorney called as a witness Arthur 
B. Chamberlain of New York, an as- 
phalt commission broker, who is 
“personally known,” Condit says, to 
Charies F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
many Hall, and Cheries F. Murphy, 
“Jr.."” the latter’s nephew, who is a 
partner of George H. McGuire in the 
bonding business.

American warships 
were sent to Nicaragua, but Zelaya 
fled the country on a Mexican gun- 
boat and took refuge in Mexico. 
From Mexico he went to Europe, 
where he remained until recently.

COST OF CITY POWER. 


Report of Fifteen-Hundred-Dollar Board of Experts, 
to Be Filed This Morning, Puts Expense of Installing 
Distributing System at Five Millions—Annual Cost of 
Operation Close to Two More. 


NFORMATION as to the con- 
tenta of the report on municipal 
power of the three electrical ex- 
perts was given out last night by a 
elty official.

Acronaut Rescues Craft as It 


Climbs Skyward.

PASADENA, Nov. 25.—Roy Knab- 
Ue’ yesterday made the longest 

md most thrilling flight thdt he has 
taken in his 150-foot dirigible 
Balloon. With an assistant and sev- 
eral passengers he flew from Pasa- 
Gena to Los Angeles, circled over the 
business part of that city and re- 


Wrned. A break in the engine, whictt 
Qceurred just as he was about to 
@ight in front of his aerodrome here, 
itated his drifting with the 
loon to a point about 100 vards 
th of the new bridge in the Ar- 
Seco, where a landing was made 
fh an orange grove. Afterward the 
@ir craft was tawed back to the shed. 
' The flight was witnessed by thou- 
mands. It was the first time the air- 
ship had been taken to Los Angeles 
and the roofs of the buildings and 
streets of that city were black with 
spectators. With Knabenshue on the 
ride were Lionel Armstrong, Cariton 
Holmes, Eyre Powell, Leo Owen and 
Cc. S. Dudley. 

“The running time from the - aero- 
. Which is situated near the 
Raymond, to the poimt where 

the turn was made, almost directly 
above the corner of Pico and Main 
streets in Los Asgeles, was twenty- 
seven minutes. The airship bucked a 
Strong wind all the way. 

The wind shifted almost as soon as 
the turn was made and the aviators 
also had the wind in their faces all 
the way back.

An 
average height of about $00 feet was 
maintained, although the airship rose 
high as 12060 feet severa) times.

VICTIM SHOT. 


YOUTH PLAYS WITH REVOLVER; 
BULLET PIERCES KNEE. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 24.—Syivana 
Otis Hash, the 13-year-old son of 
George H. Hash, is in a serious con- 
dition due to a bullet wound, acci- 
dentally inflicted this mofning. 
Young Hash, who is convalescing 
from injuries received in the Empire 


Day disaster, was playing in bed this‘ 


morning and found his father’s re- 
volver under the pillow. While ex- 


amining its workings he pulled the 
trigger, and a 388-calfber bullet en- 
tered the left knee, just missing the 
joint, and passed out a few inches 
from the knee-cap. Physicians fear 
complications because of the lad's 
nt w not passed for forty- 
eight hours. 
Young Hash during the past two 
years seems to have bee! under the 
ascendancy of evil planetary forces 
and pursued by a hoodoo which has 
kept him under a physician's care. 
Two years ago he was accidentally 
cut with a knife and an artery sev- 
Hardly recovering from this, he 
fell from a bicycle and was bruised 
up. Then was run down by a 
motorcycle and received injuries that 
kept him in bed some weeks. Scarce- 
ly was he out on the street when he 
attempted to climb aboard a portable 
stone crusher and was thrown under 
the wheels, which passed over him, 
fracturing a leg.
